tion in federally-supported slum 
clearance projects. Also, a num- 
ber of cities are far enough along 
to be able to enter slum clearance 
agreements within the next 12 
months, so the “actual slum clear- 
arice can get under way there- 
after.” i 

(The new law is expected to be 
of material aid to St. Louis in 
slum clearance. This city is one 
of 37 shown in a recent survey to 
be ready to act immediately.) 


Provisions of Bill. 


Major provisions of the legisla- 
tion include: 

1. A five-year slum -clear- 
ance program, with one third of 
the cost to be met by the Fed- 
eral Government and the bal- 
ance by local communities, The 
law authorizes one Dillion dol- 
lars in loans and $500,000,000 in 
grants to states and local public 
bodies for this program. 

2. Construction of 810,000 
publicly owned dwelling units in 
six years, through local public 
housing authorities, with the 
Federal Government contribut- 
ing up to $308,000,000 annually 
for 40 years in rent subsidies 
for the low-income families that 
would occupy these dwellings. 

3. A $325,000,000 farm hous- 
ing program. 

4. A research program de- 
signed to spur home construc- 
tion by finding means to cut 
building costs. 

5. A 60-day extension — re- 
troactive to June 30—of tem- 
porary government authority to 
insure loans by private lenders 
up to $2500 for repairing and re- 
modeling existing structures; 
also a 60-day continuation of 
authority to insure mortgages 
for construction of small homes 
costing up to $5000, and a $500,- 
000,000 increase in the amount 
of mortgage insurance that the 
Government can issue for single 
family and multiple dwelling 
units. 

Total cost of the program has 
been estimated at 10 to 14 billion 
dollars. 


WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP)— 
President Truman signed the long- 
range housing bill today and said 
it must be put into operation 
quickly. 1 

The President called in more 
than 20 sponsors of the legislation 
for the signing ceremony. 

Passage of the bill last week 
gave Truman his first major vic- 
tory in his “fair deal” legislative 
program. 

In a statement, Truman said 
the measure “equips the Federal 
Government, for the first time, 
with effective means for aiding 
cities in the vital task of clearing 
slums and rebuilding blighted 
areas.“ 

He said he is submitting to 
Congress “immediately” a request 
for additional appropriations nec- 
essary to finance the program this 


year, 
Letter From Taft. 

The President asked “state and 
loca] authorities to act speedily” 
since “low rent housing and slum 
clearance programs depend upon 
local initiative.” 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, one 
of the sponsors of the bill, said 
in a letter to Truman: 

“I am very hopeful that the 
present act will initiate a pro- 
gram of public and private hous- 
ing which will lead to a solütion 
of our housing difficulties, and 
bring about ultimately a condition 
in which decent housing is avail- 
able to all.” 

‘Taft was invited to the signing 
ceremony, but could not attend 
because of an engagement in Co- 
lumbus, O. 

Rapid Start Promised. 

Housing Administrator Raymond 
M. Foley has promised a “rapid 
start” of the public housing fea- 
tures. He said he hopes to get 
50,000 publicly-owned dwelling 
units under way within the first

Minister Alexei Cepicka today 
accused Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop Josef Beran and members 
of the prelate’s hierarchy of trea- 
son against the state. The Arch- 
bishop now is a virtual prisoner 
in his palace. 

The minister made the charges 
in a long review of the church- 
state fight in Communist-governed 
Czechoslovakia. He spoke before 
the Central Action Committee of 
the National Front here. 

Anyone trying to enforce the 
Vatican order excommunicating 
Catholics who are Communists 
will be charged with treason 
— Czechoslovakia, Cepicka 
The Justice Minister is a son-in- 
law of President Klement Gott- 
wald, and is secretary general of 
the Central Action Committee. 

Riot Plot 

Cepika charged that Archbishop 
Beran maintained “treacherous 
connections with foreign enemies” 
and that, with Vatican emissaries, 
the Archbishop plotted “treacher- 
ous and anti-state riots.” The Jus- 
tice Minister termed this a ter- 
rible indictment. 

Cepicka’s allegations of treason- 
able activity by the Catholic lead- 
ers of Czechoslovakia were con- 
tained in the first half of his 
‘speech, as reported by the official 
Czech press agency.

3. Registration with the gov- 
ernment of all church property 
and full reports on church in- 
comes and budgets. 

(The United Press said the bill 
provided that the state would pay 
all priests fixed annual salaries.)

Hickey told the Post-Dispatch. 

Smith was quoted by the 
United Press as saying the dis- 
covery,of pistols in possession of 
inmates was made “just on the 
verge of a general break—a m 
runaway.” 

Denies Finding Pistols. 

But Acting Superintendent P. D. 
Sweeney at Boonville told the 
Post-Dispatch: “No pistols have 
been found here and there have 
been no indications of any break.” 

John J. Griffin, St. Louis banker 
and member of the State Board 
of Training Schools, said the board 
met here Monday and there was 
no mention of any firéarms found 
in possession of inmates.

WATERFALL FOUND 
AT BOTTOM OF SEA 


PLYMOUTH, England, July 15 
(AP)—The world’s most stupen- 
dous waterfall has just been dis- 
covered by a group of British 
scientists—at the bottom of the 


ocean, 

Scientists of the Marine Biologi- 
cal Laboratory have been studying 
samples of ocean water’ all around 
Britains once-rich fishing 
grounds. They have been trying 
to find out why they aren’t rich 
any more, and haven't been since 


about 1930. 
Ihen they discovered the water- 


fall, so tremendous that it stumps 
the imagination: It drops off the 
continental shelf just west of Brit- 
ain in the Atlantic ocean, and it 
gives the scientists a clue as to 
why there aren’t any fish around 
those parts any more.

MAN WHO CHARGED 
DOUBLE JEOPARDY 
TO DIE FOR KILLING 


LONDON, July 15 (AP)—A man 
already serving a seven-year 
prison term for trying to kill his 
wife was sentenced to death today 
as her murderer. 

Leonard Jack Thomas, 46 years 
old, was convicted by a jury of a 
charge that he fatally stabbed his 
wife, Florence, in a quarrel last 
March. She died after he had been 
tried and sentenced on a charge of 
attempted murder. 

The jury, in returning its guilty 
verdict today, strongly recom- 
mended mercy, but Judge Patrick 
Devlin sentenced Thomas, a ware- 
houseman, to die by hanging. 

“T have no power to grant or 
withhold mercy in this case,” he 
said. 

Thomas had fought to avoid 
trial on the murder charge. His 
counsel argued that it was a cardi- 
nal principle of law that a man 
could not be tried and punished 
twice for the same offense. 

Thomas was near collapse when 
he heard the death verdict.

Proposes Court Test. 

The Governor said that if the 
bill were held unconstitutional by 
the courts he would call a special 
pession of the Legislature to try 
to work out a satisfactory bill, be- 
cause of the importance of build- 
ing rural roads in the state. 

A counter suggestion from the 
pil representatives was that he 
veto the bill and try to work out 
a “sound road program” with all 
pf the interested highway groups.

to call themselves, actually work 
only an hour and a half a day.

D. Bleich, superintendent of the 
caisson work. “Not everybody can 
be a hog, you know,” he said. 
“There are some fine physical 
specimens in this group.” 

He indicated eight men drinking 
coffee, pulling off muddy hip 
boots and waiting to take showers 
in the “hoghouse,” which is on a 
barge near the top of the caisson 
shaft, about 800 feet upstream

Caisson disease, the presence of 
gas bubbles in the bloodstream, 
is the dreaded illness of the sand- 
hog. If the bubbles reach the 
brain or spinal cord, paralysis re- 
sults. Death follows if the bubbles 
get as far as the brain. 

Work Is Dangerous. 
Fifty pounds is the legal maxi- 
mum pressure under which sand- 
hogs may work. This is reported 
to be not much under the average 
limit of physical endurance for a 
man in good health, so the work 
here is just about as dangerous as 
it can get. Accordingly, every pre- 
caution is being taken, it was 
stressed by C. M. Cahill, Kansas 
City safety engineer. Equipment 
is new and practically fool-proof. 
Workers are most likely to ex- 
perience difficulty if they have 
been drinking, are overweight or 
out of physical condition for any 
other reason. Most experienced 
sandhogs rest between shifts. HEH 
they take any exercise in the eve- 
ning, it is in very mild form, such 
as a short walk. 
There are many green hands on 
duty at the caisson shaft, and 
Judge, a typical old-time sandhog, 
delights in initiating them. Brice 
Smith Jr., University of Missouri 
engineering student, who is work- 
ing as a timekeeper this summer, 
said he had a hard time separat- 
ing fact from fiction.

It is estimated the “key- 
ing,” or anchoring of the eastern 
pier into bedrock will take three 
or four weeks. 

Work Halts Temporarily. 


After that, sandhogs will not 
work again for several months, 
when operations will start in the 
middle of the river. There the 
rock to which the supports are 
to be fastened is only about half 
as deep, since the stratum slopes 
steeply downward from the Mis- 
souri side.

At the Illinois side, the water 
is about 35 feet deep, the rest of 
the 110 feet being sand.

Blood Two Seized at 
Burglary Scene. 


Kenneth Allen, a painter of 
2029 Madison street, was shot and 
wounded early tpday as he broke 
away from three policemen, who 
fired nine shots at him, after they 
had discovered him and a com- 
panion in a Kroger Grocery & 
Baking Co. store at 2300 North 
Market street. 


Allen, who left a trail of blood 
as he ran, was arrested in his 
home several hours after the 
shooting. He was taken to City 
Hospital. His companion was 
Jule E. Mueller, former convict, 
4404 North Newstead avenue. A 
third man, Floyd Allen, 1926 
North Fourteenth street, an uncle 
of the wounded man, was arrested 
as he sat in front of the store in 
a parked automobile. 

Man Running Is Caught. 

Police received a call at 1:30 
a. m. from neighbors that burg- 
lars were in the store. As Sgt. 
Louis Falkenberg and Patrolmen 
Harry Wamhoff and Ray Bayer 
pulled onto the parking lot at the 
rear, they saw one man running 
from a rear door. Falkenberg 
caught him. He was Mueller, 

Wamhoff entered the store. As 
he did, the man inside pulled shut 
a door in a partition separating 
the storeroom in the rear from 
the front of the store. He held 
it tightly so the officer could not 
open it. When Wamhoff threat- 
ened to shoot through the door, 
however, Allen released his hold 
and surrendered. 

As the two were leaving the 
store by the rear door, Allen broke 4 
away and ran. Wamhoff and 
Bayer fired two shots each at the 
fleeing man. Falkenberg fired five 
shots at him as he darted under 
4 protecting stairway and into the 
alley which led to the street. 

Follow Trail of Blood. 

The officers followed a trail of 
blood on the sidewalk and street 
for about four blocks to Maiden 
lane and Rauschenbach avenue, 
where they lost it.

Kenneth Allen’s address. He was 
in bed with his wounded left arm 
and side bandaged when they got 
there.

No to U.S. Steel. 

U.S. Steel, which had asked the 
President to modify his plan, got 
a flat refusal from Truman. 

Cyrus S. Ching, under instruc- 
tions of the President, called 
Fairless early this morning and 
informed him that Fairless’s re- 
quest that the proposed fact- 
finding board be denied power to 
recommend a settlement could not 
be granted. Ching is director of 
the United States Conciliation 
Service. 


The White House had made 
clear that Truman would go ahead 
with appointment of a board, irre- 
spective of what the “Big Three” 
steel companies decided. 


Eben Ayers, a presidential press 
aid, said the board will be named 
“within a day or so.” This state- 
ment suggested it may not be 
named until tomorrow although 
the White House said yesterday 
it would be named today. 

There was no indication whether 
the possible delay meant that Tru- 
man was finding difficulty in get- 
ting acceptances from the men he 
wants to serve on the board. 


Telegram to Fairless. 


After Ching talked with Fairless 
by telephone, he sent the United 
States Steel officer this telegram: 

J am instructed by the Presi- 
dent. to inform you, in reply to 
your wire of July 14, that in his 
opinion the national interest in a 
prompt resolution of the differ- 
ences between the United States 
Steel Corp. and the United Steel 
Workers of America, CIO, will not 
permit any amendment or change 
in the proposal and request which 
the President made to you in his 
wire of July 12. N 


“Experience under the Labor- 
Management Relations Act has 
demonstrated that fact-finding in 
major disputes without recommen- 
dations usually results in delay 
but does not promote settlement. 
I have so reported to the Con- 
gress. 

“Recommendations by fact-find- 
ing boards in such disputes are 
most helpful to the parties in 
reaching an agreement.

(The United Press said some 
capital quarters construed the 
conference as an effort to nip de- 
velopments that could jeopardize 
a major source of uranium. The 
Administration was said to be 
anxious to forestall a threatened 
“misunderstanding” over atomic 
co-operation with Great Britain 
and Canada. 
(Uranium diggings in the Great 
Bear lake region of Canada con- 
stitute one of the two major 
sources of the raw material on 
which this country’s $3,500,000,000 
atomic project depends for its 
life.

No Forecast on Strike. 


The President is doing every- 
thing in his power to avert a steel 
strike and for that reason thinks 
he should not comment on wheth- 
er there will be a strike. He said 
he was planning to name, today, 
the fact-finding board that will 
report on companies willing to 
join with the CIO Steelworkers’ 
Union in a 60-day truce. Asked 
what powers he possessed should 
the truce be broken, he replied 
that once the companies and the 
union agreed to a truce, he did not 
think they would break it. 

He wants the Atlantic pact rati- 
fied by the Senate without any 
reservations. He declined to com- 
ment on Senator Taft’s argument 
that the pact obligated the United 
States to supply the western Euro- 
pean nations with arms. 

He still favors an American 
government loan to Mexico for 
development of that country’s oil 
resources. He declined to disclose 
the status of the negotiations, ob- 
serving that reporters had asked 
State Secretary Acheson the same 
question and had received no an- 
swer. If Acheson could not an- 
swer, he could not. 

He approves the conduct of 
United States District Judge Sam- 
uel H. Kaufman in the Alger Hiss 
trial in New York and deplores 
attempts to discredit the judiciary. 
He said that he had appointed 
Kaufman to the post and consid- 
ered him a good judge. His au- 
thority for Kaufman’s ability, he 
said, was Robert P. Patterson, his 
former Secretary of War. Pat- 
terson was an outstanding federal 
circuit judge before coming to 
Washington. 

The President does not think 
much of the “Bill of Rights Con- 
ference” in New York this week- 
end at which Henry Wallace, Paul 
Robeson and Clifford Durr, presi- 
dent of the National Lawyers’ 
Guild, are expected to demand an 
investigation of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation.

Asked to comment on the state- 
ment of Republican Chairman 
Hugh Scott that he would not re- 
sign until a man could be found 
who would bring harmony to his 
party, the President, amid great 
laughter, observed that the less 
harmony there is in the Republi- 
can party, the better he likes it. 

Also amid laughter, he denied 
that he had ever told former 
Democratic Mayor Frank Hague 
of Jersey City “to jump into the 
Delaware river.” When a reporter 
said there was a report that 
Hague, in his recent municipal 
fight, had sought presidential aid 
and had been told what to do, 
Truman. replied that no such aid 
had been sought and no such an- 
swer had been given—the report 
was out of the whole cloth.

In cases of 
doubt, it was added, the parish 
priest should be consulted. 

The authoritative Catholic En- 
cyclopedia, which is approved by 
the Vatican, says that all the writ- 
ings of the leading Communist 
theorists — Marx, Engels, Lenin, 
Stalin and the like—already are 
on the Index—the list of books 
forbidden to Catholics. The new 
decree referred to canon law, 
which forbids Catholics to read 
publications on that Index.

WASHINGTON, July 15 (APF) — 
A 13 per cent increase in infantile 
pardiysis cases in the past week 
as compared with the preceding 
week was reported by the United 
States Public Health Service yes- 
terday. | 

At the same time, figures ob- 
tained from the service showed | 
poliomyelitis totals for this year 
running ahead of those of last 
year. 

Last year, in which 27,894 cases 
were reported for the entire year, 
was the second worst polio year 
in the nation’s history. It was 
topped only by 1916, when about 
30,000 cases were listed. (Officials 
point out that in 1916 most of the 
cases were paralytic ones; in re- 
cent years, they said, a large pro- 
portion of non-paralytic cases is 
included in the totals.) 

A total of 684 new cases was re- 
ported for the week ended July 9, 
compared with 479 for the pre- 
ceding week and 510 for the cor- 
responding week in 1948. 

Since the first of the year, 3881 
cases have been reported for the 
nation as compared with 2878 for 
the same period last year.

On this hypothetical choice, 
opinions since late 1946 have 
deen turning from neither“ to 
National Socialism.

U.S. MARINES TO HIT 
BEACHES OF CRETE 
IN TASK FORCE DRILL 


ABOARD THE UNITED 
STATES SIXTH TASK FLEET, 
Mediterranean Sea, July 15 (AP) 
—Some 1200 United States Ma- 
rines will hit the beach on the 
island of Crete tomorrow—but the 
“invasion” is just a training exer- 
cise, approved by the Greek Gov- 
ernment. 

It is the farthest east in the 
Mediterranean that the leather- 
necks ever have waged either real 
or mock warfare. Marines made 
real combat landings at Tripoli on 
the Mediterranean’s North Afri- 
can shore during the war against 
the Barbary pirates, 1802-05.

As for current industrial pro- 
duction, the survey said “the prog- 
ress cannot by any means be re- 
garded as substantial or satisfac- 
tory.”

All this has changed the inter- 
national economic relations of the. 
far eastern countries, the report 
said. Before the war, these coun- 
tries sold raw materials to the 
United States and bought manu 
factured products from Britain, 
France and The Netherlands, it 
was explained, but mow this tri- 
angle has been broken down. 

The report said: 

“The impaired economic capacity 
of continental Europe has result- 
ed in the (temporary mability of 
continental countries to provide 
the countries of the region with 
capital ds and other articles 
either on the prewar scale or po- 
portionate to postwar needs.

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The Graduate and City Hall 

Why don’t more youngsters just out of col- 
lege choose to enter the service of their city 
government? Circuit Clerk Berger thinks one 
reason may be that they don’t know about the 
opportunities. In a letter to the Post-Dispatch 
printed today he tells them how they may find 
out, and mentions some of the inducements that 
should lead new crops of graduates into muni- 
cipal employment. Considering Mr. Berger's 
political attitude toward civil service in the 
past, it is a bit surprising to have him speak up 
this way, but his point is a good one. 

Many young people feel a compulsion now- 
adays to make themselves politically effective.

As 
city employes under civil service they would be- 
barred from politics in the sense of participat- 
ing in campaigns for office, but they would have 
an opportunity to make their lives mean some- 
thing in a democratic state by helping govern- 
ment to work better.

‘This is effective participation in poli- 
tics in its highest sense, “the art and science of 
government.”

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Each Case on Its Facts 

The National Education Association and the 
American Association of University Professors 
have come to opposite conclusions about the 
right of teachers to be Communists. 

Last week the N.E.A. decided that those who 
were Communists should not be allowed to 
teach. This week the A.A.U.P. reaffirmed its 
stand that “so long as the Communist party is 
a legal political party, affiliation with it should 
not be regarded as a justifiable reason for ex- 
clusion from the academic. profession.” 

This is not an easy question to decide. As 
our readers know, we have recently printed ar- 
guments for not hiring Communist teachers by 
Senator Wayne Morse of Oregon and against a 
flat prohibition by Ralph Fuchs of the Indiana 
University Law School and John Dewey, emeri- 
tus professor of Columbia University, one of the 
country’s really great teachers. , 

The one sure thing about the problem is that 
each case should be judged on its own facts and 
in its own context. Any over-all rule would do 
a hundred times as much harm as good, If 
Communists are barred, then what about Com- 
munist “sympathizers”? What about Socialists? 
There is, of course, a vast difference between 
the views of Norman Thomas and Earl Browder, 
yet to many persons who do not trouble to know 
the truth, they are one and the same.

10 per cent off the national budget. As a 
straight-across-the-board proposition, that does 
not make much sense. Budgets cannot be 
trimmed intelligently that way. Their soft items 
need to be found and sharply pared. Only such 
a chapter-and-verse approach will yield sound 
results, 

But Congress did not start on the budget that 
way. It voted about 15 billions for national de- 
fense almost without question. Other war- 
connected items were pushed along in the same 
way. Only when it came to foreign aid did 
Congress begin to look a little more closely, but 
that item seemed to offer scant hope for major 
savings. So, actually about three-fourths of the 
budget was rubber-stamped on Capitol Hill be- 
fore there began to be much serious concern 
for economy. 

Does this mean that cuts are to be made only 
in such “welfare” items as housing? A 10 per 
cent over-all cut taken out of only one quarter 
of the budget would mean a reduction of 40 
per cent or more in some vital items. Are pos- 
sible waste in the armed services, the Veterans 
Administration and the foreign aid program 
to go unchecked while the relatively slight so- 
cial improvement program is cut, pared, razored, 
scissored and sliced? . 

If so, the Congressional opposition, Republi- 
can and Dixiecrat, has an odd notion of its 
function. It had better take another look at the 
beams which it has approved before it tries to 
cut the motes much finer. The chances are that 
is the only way it can get a budgetary cut of 
the size it wants.

Alabama’s whole case against the Ku Klux 
Klan as an organization may depend, it seems 
likely, on getting a list of members from Wil- 
liam Hugh Morris, Klan director in that state, 
and putting if into the hands of the grand jury. 

Morris says I'd feel just as badly to reveal 
the Klan’s secrets as I would to reveal the se- 
crets of the Masons or any other secret organ- 
ization.” Circuit Judge Wheeler jailed him 
more than a week ago in contempt of court for 
refusing to hand over the membership list. He 
has appealed to the Alabama Supreme Court for 
release, and its decision may therefore be cru- 
cial in the case against the Klan. 

If Klan members have been guilty of the flog- 
gings and terrorism, Morris is shielding persons 
who are guilty of violations of the law. To liken 
it to refusing to disclose the membership of the 
Masonic order is beside the point for the sim- 
ple reason that Masons aren't accused or sus- 
pected of going about beating and terrorizing 
people. If they were, we would expect the of- 
ficials of that order to be the most eager of 
all to prove that their organization had nothing 
to do with it. 

Klan Director Morris shows no such eager- 
ness. He shows only a disposition to keep the 
grand jury from finding out the truth, if any 
recourse at law will enable him to do so. Ex- 
traction of the membership list from Morris 
would go far toward breaking up Ku Kluxism 
everywhere, for it would put night-riders on no- 
tice that the law will hold them responsible. 
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Gifts—for Profit 


The gift parcel racket’ uncovered by Ameri- 
can authorities in German was exceedingly un- 
can authorities in Germany was exceedingly un- 
reputation. Huge quantities of goods were found 
being smuggled into the Western Zone, duty- 
free, as supposed gifts from America. So new 
regulations were imposed, providing that gifts 
must be proved to be such, and that customs 
duties will be collected on any gift to a Ger- 
man over his normal ration. 

Americans honestly bent on the worthwhile 
purpose of sending gift parcels abroad should 
understand why the new rules were necessary. 
Aside from the fact that the gift racket de- 
prived the occupied area of needed customs 
reyenue, it also fed the black market, further 
disrupting the weak German economy. And it 
must have left Germans with the impression 
that some Americans were not only cruel busi- 
ness sharks and false givers of charity, but 


downright crooks. 
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No Curtain Calls, Please 

Maybe a few persons—those who think pa- 
triotism should be pinned on the vest so every- 
one can see it—feel reassured by testimony be- 
tore the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee that Negro citizens are loyal to America. 
But this was a sorry scene. 

It was dishonorable for Paul Robeson to pro- 
voke such a hearing by stating that American 
Negroes would not fight in case of war with 
Russia. This great singer might have been a 
leader of his race; instead he misrepresented it. 

It was shameful that the House committee 
ever should have taken Robeson’s slurs so seri- 
ously as to solicit an answer. It was humiliating 
to millions of Negroes that, even in times of 
hysteria over loyalty, some of them felt com- 
pelled to participate in an affirmation of faith 
that ought to be taken for granted. 

It was degrading to all white citizens, that 
any large group of fellow-citizens would suspect 
their opinion to the point of performing a rite 
of loyalty which never should be demanded of 
the loyal. 

It was an insult to every democratic belief. 
“To believe that patriotism will not flourish if

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Who Opposes the Trade Charter? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


| This country’s chief negotiator on the ITO charter answers four 
groups of critics: Communists, isolationists, planned economy apos- 
tles, perfectionists; punctures claims of the first three and answers 
the fourth by explaining how much charter really accomplishes. 


Clair Wilcox, Economist and Former State Department Official, 
in Foreign Affairs Quarterly 


It is not to be expected that the work 
of rebuilding a world economic order can 
be completed overnight or that the econ- 


omy of the nineteenth century, destroyed 


by three decades of war and depression, 
can ever be completely restored. The con- 
ditions prerequisite to an early or unquali- 
fied return to freer markets do not now 
exist. It is in this context that the Charter 
for an International Trade Organization, 
completed a year ago at Havana, must be 
appraised. 

As is necessarily the case with any such 
agreement, the charter is a product of com- 
promise. It follows the pattern and, in 
general, retains the substance originally 
proposed, in 1945, by the United States. 
But it differs in important respects from 
the American proposals. In some respects 
it is strong, in others it is weak. But its 
admitted imperfections should not be per- 
‘mitted to obscure its real significance. 


Widest Area of Agreement 


The charter is the most comprehensive 
international economic agreement in his- 
tory. It not only establishes a new agency 
of the United Nations, but it also deals, 
in minute detail, with tariffs, preferences, 
discriminatory taxes and regulations, meth- 
ods of customs administration, quota sys- 
tems, subsidies, state trading, cartels, com- 
modity agreements, economic development, 
international investment and the relation- 
ship between domestic stabilization policies 
and international trade policies. The sig- 
nature of the Final Act of Havana by 54 
countries thus represents the widest area 
of agreement ever obtained on national 
commercial policies. 

The charter has come under fire from 
four separate camps. According to the 
Communists, it marks an attempt by im- 
perialist American monopoly capitalism to 
enslave the economies of weaker states. 
According to the isolationists, it will in- 
volve the United States in global economic 
planning, require it to surrender its sov- 
ereignty to a superstate, and commit it to 
international Socialism. 


A Stride Toward Freedom 


In the eyes of the economic planners, it 
fails to recognize fundamental changes in 
the structure of world trade and seeks to 
restore conditions of freedom and non-dis- 
crimination that are forever In the 
opinion of uncompromising liberals, its 
commitments are weaker than they should 
be and its exceptions are open to possible 
abuse; it therefore holds little of value for 
the United States. 

The first of these criticisms is obvious 
nonsense. It is true, as the Communists 
have said, that greater freedom of trade 
will serve the interests of larger states. 
But freer trade will also open the door of 
opportunity to smaller nations and equal- 
ity of treatment will assure to them the 
right to buy and sell where they please, on 
terms as favorable as those afforded to 
stronger powers. Far from reducing them 
‘to slavery, the charter affords a guaran- 
tee of economic liberty. 

The second criticism is demonstrably 


false. The ITO will have no power to de- trouble that got 


termine the volume or direction of world 
trade, to tell any country how much and 
to whom it may export, or from whom it 
may import. It will have no authority to 
intervene in domestic economic policies. 
The charter will neither promote Socialism 
nor require its abandonment, though it 
should operate to restore an international 
environment congenial to private enter- 
prise. 8 


It Isn't a Superstate 


According to the third group of critics, 
the guiding principles embodied in the 
charter are no longer applicable to the 
world in which we live. Relative freedom 
of trade and equality of treatment, it is 
said, are attainable only when internation- 
al accounts are in balance and govern- 
ments abstain from intervention in domes- 
tic economic life. 
scarcely prepared to agree that permanent 
imbalance of trade is inevitable, or that the 
tide is running so strongly toward collec- 
tivism, regimentation and restriction that 
we, too, must collectivize, regiment and 
restrict. 

The fourth line of criticism contains a 
considerable measure of truth. The com- 
mitments in the charter do not go as far 
as an uncompromising liberal.might wish. 
But are the commitments so weak and the 
escape clauses so large that the document 
holds little of value for the United States? 


Not Perfect, But Promising 


The core of the charter is to be found in 
commitments that limit the freedom of 
governments to employ restrictive and dis- 
criminatory measures to prevent foreign 
competition with domestic industry. Coun- 
tries joining the ITO must agree to carry 
out negotiations directed toward the sub- 
stantial reduction of tariffs and the elim- 
ination of preferences. Tariffs and subsi- 
dies are accepted in principle; quantitative 
controls and indirect or hidden methods of 

rotection are condemned. Members of the 
ITO will agree to abandon the use of li- 
censé and quota systems in all cases other 
than those specifically excepted by the 
charter or granted exemption by the or- 


ganization.

The Silver Plate Craft 


a BOOK OF SMEFFFIELD PLATE, by Seymour 8B. 
yler. (Crown Publishers, $4.00.) 

So many silver platers developed a great 
industry in the town of Sheffield in Eng- 
land that the name of the town is given 
to their product and today the term Shef- 
field is given to most silver plated ware 
whether made in England or elsewhere. 
But as Dr. Wyler points out, the name 
“Sheffield Plate” should apply only to 
those pieces created by a fusion of copper 
and silver. 

To the rather scarce literature on the 
subject, the author, a well known dealer, 
has added “The Book of Sheffield Plate,” 
uniform with his “Book of Old Silver” 
that was published about a decade ago. 
Because of his extensive research and 
practical experience with articles that he 
personally has handled and studied, his 
two books are authoritative handbooks for 
a fascinating subject. 

In a little less than 200 pages of his- 
torical and descriptive text of his book on 

Sheffield plate, the

on copper, its rise as 
a craft and its ac- 
ceptance as an art 
which parallels in 
importance, in the 
best ‘period of its 
manufacture, that of 
old silver. 

One of the inter- 
esting features of the 
book is the chapter 
on “Outstanding 
Makers of Sheffield 

Seymour B. Wyler Plate.“ Not many 
are known, and for this reason the short 
biographies of the eight chosen are sig- 
nificant since it is their craftsmanship and 
creative genius that gave distinctive style 
and design to the pieces produced. 

Three chapters in the book are devoted 
to discussion, type by type, of the various 
articles made, from buttons and boxes to 
epergnes and wine-coolers. It is related 
how and when each form made its ap- 
pearance, how it was used and what 
changes were devised to suit fashion and 
social usage. 

A comprehensive list of marks found on 
both Sheffield and Victorian plate is a 
valuable contribution. It is generally 
thought that Sheffield plate is unmarked 
and it is known that only about 15 per cent 
of the workers in silver plate ware used 
a mark. Those listed cover the period 
from 1784 to 1850, together with what is 
said to be a complete list of Victorian 
marks that were used on ware that might 
be called Birmingham plate, for it was 
in that city that much plate produced by 
the process of electrolysis was made in 
the Victorian period, from about 1840 to 
1900. In that time silver plating became 
a business because of the possibilitie: of 
quantity production. 

A selection of more than 100 photographs 
of notable and typical pieces in private 
and public collections has been assembled 
for illustration. It is pointed out that 
these are characteriatic pieces available to 
most collectors, rather than rarities. 

A glossary of terms, and an index, chap- 
ters on identification, collecting and care 
of Sheffield, together with the convenient 
compactness of illustrations and text make 
thie a most useful guidebook to the in- 
creasingly popular study of Sheffield silver 
plate.

Sena- 
tor Vandenberg told the Senate 
that “the timing and the nature 
and the extent of implementing 
legislation, in this or any other 
year, are, in my opinion, wide 
open to the free decision of all 
Senators as to what they believe 
the objectives of the pact and the 
national security require.” 

There is a substantial differ- 
ence in principle, which could be- 
come very troublesome in prac- 
tice, between these two authorita- 
tive interpretaticns. Mr. Vanden- 
berg’s version makes the timing, 
the nature, and the extent of 
American military assistance a 
purely American decision which 
may be made freely during the 
life of the treaty. Mr. Acheson’s 
version holds that the decision 
must be the honest judgment, not 
only of the United States, but of 
“the parties.” 

That means that the decision 
must be negotiated.

a Day—Union ‘Digs In’ 
for Long Tie-Up. 


NEW YORK, July 15 (AP) — 
More than a million New Yorkers 
hunted alternate transportation 
today after a strike immobilized 
busses on 30 routes. 

. Riders*who could do so handily 
—switched to subways, which were 


put on stepped-up schedules to 
handle the extra rush. Others 
hailed taxicabs, if they could find 
empty ones. Some walked. 


The stoppage, which began yes- 
terday in protest against the lay- 
off of four New York City Omni- 
bus Corp. mechanics July 6, spread 
early today to the Fifth Avenue 
Coach Co., affecting a total of 
3300 workers. 

A city sponsored peace meeting 
last night failed to bring any 
agreement between the companies 
and the CIO Transport Workers’ 
Union. The session was adjourned 

“subject to recall.” 

City Councilman Michael 
Quill, TWU president, said the 
uhion is “digging in for a long 
strike.” Now that it is on, he 
added, the union will insist on 
“immediately sitting down” to 
work out contract demands. 

Negotiations Deadlocked. 

Negotiations on these demands 
have been deadlocked since June 
30, when the old contract expired 
and was extended for 30 days. 

The two struck companies, which 
are jointly owned, normally carry 
about 1,125,000 passengers a day. 

The big Omnibus Corp. operates 


some 800 busses over 21 Manhat- 


tan routes. The Fifth Avenue 
Coach Co.’s 280 busses, including 
the famed double-deckers, run on 
nine lines in Manhattan and 
Queens. 

The Omnibus Corp. said it laid 
off four employes July 6 “for 
lack .of work.” The union con- 
tended there was no basis for the 
layoffs, since other workers were 
being required to work overtime. 

On Monday, the union ordered 
its members to stop doing over- 
time work. Early yesterday, four 
men were told to service a bus in 
an overtime period. They refused. 
The company says the four were 
then “suspended.” The union says 
they were “fired.” This started the 
walkout. 

The union charged the company 4 
with seeking to invoke new work 
echedules without consulting the 
union. 

The union contract demands in- 
clude a Zl-cent hourly increase in 
Wages now averaging $1.50 an 
hour on the struck lines; a reduc- 
tion in the work week from 48 to 
40 hours without reduction in pay, 
and improved pension arrange-

Fix it Yourself

Patching Floor Finishes. 


UST like a taxpayer, a floor 
J finish takes a terrible beating 

most of the time. And like a 
taxpayer, it can be patched up 
here and there to get it through 
a few more years of service. 

White marks due to water on a 
shellacked floor can be removed 
by wiping with a soft cloth damp- 
ened in denatured alcohol. The 
only trouble here is that the al- 
coho] will remove some of the shel- 
lac as well as the white mark so 
when the mark is out, apply a thin 
coat ori shellac to replace what was 
removed. Scratches in a shellacked 
floor often respond to a coat of 
thinned shellac applied with a 
very fine pointed brush. 

When you find signs of wear on 
a varnished or shellacked floor, 
wipe the area clean with a damp 
cloth, wipe it dry and then give it 
a sanding with No. 00 sandpaper. 
Dust the spot clean and then ap- 
ply several light coats of either 
varnish or shellac. 

Scratches in varnish can often 
be covered by just running scme 
turpentine in them. 

If you find a worn spot in a 
waxed floor, you don’t have to do 
the entire job over. Just apply ad- 
ditional coats to the worn spot. 


For a sour cream dressing mix 
a cup of commercially prepared 
sour cream with two tablespoons 
of tarragon vinegar, a tablespoon 
of garlic wine vinegar, a table- 
spoon of prepared mustard, a half 
teaspoon of sugar, three-quarters 
teaspoon of salt and about one- 
eighth teaspoon freshly ground 
pepper. This dressing is delicious 
on all summer salad vegetables— 
tomatoes, lettuce, watercress, cu- 
cumbers, radishes and so forth. 


A casserole of garden-fresh -vege- 
tables is particularly delicious 
when topped with cheese bis- 
cuits. For the topping, prepare a 
standard two-cup flour baking 
biscuit recipe and add a half cup 
of finely grated cheese.

Conquering Fear

EAR is slow poison to mind and body. The child who is 
F.. fear cannot grow harmoniously, speedily or healthily; 

he does not expand in intelligence, and cannot cultivate his 
gifts as he might do if he were free. We all know this to be 
true but know little of the remedy for the evil. 

If we could discover what makes a child afraid, we might 
help him sooner and with greater success, but too often we do 
not know and we cannot find out. We must grope our way as 
best we may, hoping that by loving kindness and by winning 
his confidence we may lessen his fears. 

„ oo” 

THERE ARE many kinds of fears that beset children. 
One sort is as bad as another in effect. The child who fears 
strangers is under a severe strain, because he must meet them 
daily. Wherever he goes there are strangers and, as soon as 
they appear, fear strikes him dumb. If he cannot escape, he 
falls into panic. It is not possible to explain to strangers that 
this child is afraid of them. People do not like to hear that 
children fear them. What we can do is to teach the child 
that people are friendly and kind and express that feeling in 
our relations with him. 

Don't force such a child to shake hands, to say “Howdy 
do,” or make any advances toward people. Let him stay in 
the background and learn that people are none too interested 
in him, and not at all inclined to trouble him. When he loses 
a little of the dread, and you can tell that when he loosens the 
tension in his body—give him something to hand to the 
visitor, a little plate of cookies or candy, and let him help 
himself to one after he has served the guest. K.

HOLDING SOMETHING in his hands, knowing exactly 
what he is to do, knowing that the door is open for his 
escape from the unhappy situation, will tend to lessen his 
fright. Repeated experiences with friendly people will do much 
toward curing his trouble. 

Don’t send a fearful child with a message to a neighbor. 
Give him a note to carry and tell him to wait for an answer. 
Tell him always exactly what to say and what to do. Knowing 
ahead of time how things are likely to be removes most of 
the dread. Always give him something to carry. 

The same holds for children In fear of any experience like 
taking an examination in school, going to the dentist, even 
visiting Grandma or Auntie. Give that child something familiar 
to hold in his hand, something that has a happy strengthening 
association for him, and he will do much better. Be 
aympathetic and as helpful as possible. Don't use force, or 
threats of any sort.

Not even counting the envious 
waiting list, there is an enroll- 
ment of 68 5-to-l0-ers, and it’s a 
rare day when more than one or 
two are absent. 

“No credit can be given to any 
one person,” says Mrs. B. Sher- 
man Landau, this year’s chairman 
of the playschool and one of its 
originators. “It is the result of 
work by the ‘members of the 
Mothers’ Club whose theory is to 
go out and do something, not 
just sit around and talk about it. 
Luckily enough mothers had the 
idealistic approach and were able 
to work it out on à practical 
basis.” 

That there was a need for a 
summer playschool was apparent 
to most of the parents whose 
children.attend the school on the 
corner of Hamilton avenue and 
Westminster place. Most of the 


small children in the area have 


only limited backyard play areas, 
some, in the apartment neighbor- 
hoods, only the cement driveways 
between buildings. Even those who 
could afford summer camp prices 
felt that camps were for older 
children, as were the regular sum- 
mer playground projects.

66 M OST playground activities 
are for the child of nine or 
10,“ Mrs. Landau says, 
“and we felt there was a need for 


something for the young children. 


Three summers ago, four of us 
got together and asked the 
Board of Education for per- 


mission to use the school yard: 


in the morning when it wasn’t in 
use by the playground. We started 
too late that year and by the time 
we obtained permission it was the 


last day of, school and too late to 


get trained counselors. 

“Instead we started it in my 
backyard with 11 children and a 
part-time counselor, a young uni- 
versity graduate. We met three 
days a week, sometimes in other 
mothers’ yards, or at swimming 
pools, and the program lasted 
four or five weeks.“ 

Last year permission was ob- 
tained earlier, as was a director 
for the playschool, Bernice Baum- 
gartner. With three counselors and 
38 students, the 1948 season opened 
with only minor drawbacks. 

“The first day was a little hec- 
tic,” Miss Baumgartner recalled. 
“The school rooms weren’t open 
as yet so we assembled in the yard 
and had no sooner gotten under 
way when it began to rain. One 
of the mothers suggested we go 
to her house, so the mothers 
hastily found cars and transported 
the children and we certainly took 
over that houge, with story telling 
in one corner} games in another, 
puppet making in another.” 

This year the only confusion on 
opening day was that the drawing 
news- 
papers were used instead, Part 
of the art display tacked to the 
walls shows such as a 
Post-Dispatch editorial page with
